The higher prices for bark caused a 
much firmer feeling in the New York 
quinine market, and an advance in 
manufacturers’ quotations is looked for 
by some in course of the next day or 
two. The majority of interested per- 
sons, however, do not anticipate any 
change in the prices of makers until 
after the sale of Java quinine at Ba- 
tavia on Wednesday next, or possibly 
not until after the London cinchona 
bark sale on April 15. 

The consuming demand for quinine 
at present is light, but both manufac- 
turers and second hands are looking for 
a greatly improved inquiry to set in at 
any time now. 

We publish below corrected figures 
showing the amount of cinchona bark 
shipped from Java to Europe during the

NITKATE OF SODA SCARCE AND 
HIGH. 


The position of nitrate of soda at the 
present time is exceptionally strong, the 
spot supply being practically exhaust- 
ed, and consumers’ supplies have run 
very low, though most of the larger 
consumers have contracts which pre- 
vent actual stoppage of plants for want 
of matterial. The scarcity of supplies 
has continued for some time, and at the 
opening of the month the quantity of 
nitrate actually on the way from the 
west coast of South America was only 
about 138,000 bags, most of which hav- 
ing been sold there is very little of the 
early arrivals available, and probably 
none will be left for sale on arrival. For 
later arrivals somewhat lower prices 
are named, and it is expected that the 
supplies coming forward later will 
prove ample to meet requirements. The 
cause of the present scarcity and the 
light arrivals during the past three 
months was due to the strikes at the 
ports of shipment, which prevented the 
loading of vessels, and ships chartered 
to load nitrate were consequently 
obliged to seek other freight. These 
strikes having been adjusted, supplies 
may hereafter be expected to come for- 
ward as required. The situation on the 
west coast is very strong, however, the 
price there ruling considerably higher 
than at this time last year, and there- 
tore future arrivals, while quoted low- 
er, may not be expected to reach the 
low figures prevailing during a great 
part of last year. The visible supply 
to July 15 is given at 337,600 bags, 
which is about the average rate of con- 
sumption for that length of time, the 
average requirements being about 100,- 
000 bags per month, but as before noted, 
the supplies in possession of consumers 
being very low, there will be no surplus 
to depress the market even should one 
or two additional vessels be chartered 
for prompt !oading or be diverted from 
European to American ports.

It will be seen by the above statistics 
that while the number of fish taken 
this year is about the average, the 


amount of oil produced for medicinal 
purposes is considerably less than the 
average. This, as has been stated 


heretofore, is due to the fact that the 
fish livers this year are extremely lean 
and the number of required to 
produce a hectoliter of oil is 
accordingly greater. To this fact may 
also be ascribed the small amount of 
livers remaining for the manufacture 
of oil other than medicinal. 

Our correspondent states that the 
amount of cod liver oil produced from 
fish taken this season in the districts 
outside of Lofoten is also very small.

’ PETROLEUM FIELD WOKK IN 
MARCH. 


Development operations in the princi- 
pal petroleum fields of Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia, New York, Ohio and 
Indiana during the month of March 
were prosecuted with as much vigor as 
the weather conditions permitted, and 
it appears that the hindrances occa- 
sioned by storms and the bad condition 
of country roads did not restrict the 
operations to the extent supposed, the 
record of the month’s operations show- 
ing an increase in work completed and 
in new wells started. The results of 
the operations during the past month 
were far more satisfactory than for a 
long time. Not since last Summer has 
the percentage of dry holes been so low 
or the average production of the new 
wells so high as during March. The 
new production shows a large increase 
over that of the April wells, due in 
great part to the discovery of several 
exceptionally good wells during the lat- 
ter half of the month, and some of 
these being in important locations indi- 
cating extensions of producing terri- 
tory, while in one instance a new pool 
have been discovered, 
making the development operations 
during March of more than ordinary 
importance. The increase in new pro- 
duction, while gratifying to the fortu- 
nate drillers, is a menace to the sta- 
bility of market values of the product, 
and there appears to be a general ap- 
prehension that prices will recede. The

equally satisfactory, it would unques- 
tionably be followed by lower prices 
for the product. The price of crude at 
the wells has averaged high during the 
past year, and although the production 
of the new wells has averaged low the 
business has been profitable, as a 
whole, though there have been in- 
stances where operators have appar- 
ently encountered more than their share 
of dry holes. With lower prices there 
will of necessity be a curtailment of 
wildcat operations and a more con- 
servative policy in extending work far 
beyond defined limits. 

The number of wells completed dur- 
ing the month of March in the fields 
indicated above was 974, showing an 
increase of 58 as compared with the 
number completed during February. 
The daily production of these wells at 
the close of the month was 14,226 
barrels, which shows an increase of 
4,651 barrels. The number of dry holes 
reported was 212, showing a decrease in 
the percentage of failures to find oil, 
Which is an especially gratifying feature 
to the producer. The average produc- 
tion of the March wells was over four- 
teen and three-quarters barrels, which 
is an increase of over three barrels 
over the average production of the Feb- 
ruary wells. The number of wells drill- 
ing at the close of the month was 1,061, 
showing an increase of thirty-nine. 
The number of rigs in course of erec- 
tion was 528, which shows a decrease of 
twenty-four and makes the net increase 
of new work under Way fifteen wells.

REACTION IN THE [TURPENTINE 
MARKET, 


The effort to force up prices of spirits 
of turpentine in the Southern market 
to a point higher than the situation 
warranted has been something of a 
boomerang to the operators who are 
credited with having been behind the 
movement. While the manipulation 
was in progress stocks were accumu- 
lating in the hands of the factors, as 
other buyers did not come to the sup- 


port of the speculative operators, and 
when the season closed last Monday 
it is estimated that there were some 
1,500 barrels, possibly more, awaiting 


sale in Savannah. A virtual confession 
that the effort to boom the market had 
failed was made when the Savannah 
price was allowed ‘to drop back to 45c. 
on Monday last. This was an apparent 
decline of 8 cents per gallon—but only 
apparent, since no one, so far as could 
be learned, save those interested in the 
bull movement, paid the top price of 
538c., and they, it is said, bought only 
enough at that figure to establish it as 
a quotation on the Savannah Board of 
Trade, 

The failure of the attempted manip- 
ulation of the market seems to have 
left behind a somewhat demoralizing 
influence. The high figures quoted on 
the Savannah Board of Trade caused 
producers in the country to hurry for- 
ward whatever they could, and, ale 
though the movement of the new crop 
ean searcely be said to have begun, 
the receipts from the country the past 
week have been larger than they 
would have been had natura] conditions 
prevailed at the end of the last season, 
The situation, it is held, is not in- 
trinsically weak. The existing depres- 
sion is attributed to the effort to market 
the recent accumulations at Savannah 
and the natural hesitation of buyers to 
take hold after such a slump as that 
which has occurred within the week. 
Late advices from the producing dis-

In the Shippers’ Compress and 
Warehouse Co. case the court held that 
the act of 1889 is unconstitutional, and 
that the Illinois decision is applicable 
to this case. 


The Oakley Soap and Perfumery Co., 
manufacturers of soap and perfumery, 
at No. 43 Leonard street, made an as- 
signment last week to John A. Oak- 
ley, without preference. The deed was 
signed by Alfred P. Oakley, the secre- 
tary of the company.

Thos. Leeming, of Brooklyn, died on

Mr. Leeming has for the past twenty- 
five years been well known to the 
wholesale drug and grocery trades, as 
the agent for the United States and 
Canada of the Swiss House of Henri 
Nestle. Thos, Leeming & Co. have also 
carried, since the inception of the busi- 
ness, many different important foreign 
accounts. The Canadian House of 
Leeming, Miles & Co., of which he was 
the senior partner, represents many of 
the best-known European and Ameri- 
can manufacturers. For the past few 
years Mr. Leeming withdrew more and 
more from active participation in busi- 
ness affairs, and has spent much of his 
time in travel. 

Mr, Leeming was always loyal to his 
English birth, but his extensive travels 
and his friends in different parts of the 
world made him cosmopolitan in spirit, 
and his business enterprise brought 
him in sympathy with many countries.

WHITE LEAD.—There has been a 
lull in the trade since the return of cold 
and unsettled weather conditions 
throughout the country. In some re- 
spects, however, this has been benefi- 
cial, as it has enabled corroders, grind- 
ers and dealers to catch up with their 
deliveries, as all were very much be- 
hind with their orders. Mail orders 
continue good, and every indication 
points to an exceptionally good Spring 
trade. Competition continues’ sharp, 
especially since the advent of new 
works, and prices are more or less ir- 
regular. The 110,000 lbs. of lead in oil 
for the navy yard, though not yet 
awarded, ‘the price bid about 5.20c., 
and the 85,000 Ibs. or what may be 
wanted by the New York Central for 
its April requirements, is reported 
54%4c., while another large order for 
consumption is in the market for which 
figures are being named, presumably 
they will be on the basis of above fig- 
ures, if not lower. In addition to reg- 
ular contract deliveries there is a good 
jobbing oe and sales are being made 
at 5%@5%c. less 2 per cent. discount, 
according to brand, for car lots, with 
a higher price named for’ special 
brands for a less quantity. The new 
plant with their ‘Dutch process” by 
quick methods, have started grinding 
operations, and in a few days will have 
their manufactured products on the 
market, There is not so much pressure 
to sell dry lead, and prices are more 
steadier at 4144c. and upward, as to the 
size of the order, less the regular dis- 
count terms for either process. Sam- 
ple lots of a new quick process are be- 
ing sent around the market for which 
4%4c. is named, but if the lead is satis- 
factory they are open, as one expressed 
it, “to conviction.” The usual jobbing 
demand prevails for foreign makes of 
lead in oil, for which 94%@9%c. is named 
for the old established brands, and for 
others at 74@7%c., as to make and 
quantity. 

RED LEAD.—Domestic, of the old 
process make for prompt delivery is in 
light stock, and prices are held steady 
at 5%c. and upward, as to quantity 
and make less the usual discount terms, 
with additional sales reported both for 
prompt and forward. German is dull 
at 65¢c. and upward, as to grade and 
quantity. “nglish is in better request 
at 7c, for ordinary and 7%c. and upward 
for extra grades, as to quantity and 
seller, 

LITHARGE.—Further increase in con- 
tract deliveries is reported of domestic 
with both the glass and rubber makers 
for April and May delivery at 54@5t4c. 
for old process, as to grade ond. quan- 
tity, less the usual discount terms. New 
process makes are more or less irregu- 
lar at 4%c. and upward, as to grade, 
less the usual discount terms. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—French re- 
mains steady though quiet for special 
brands at 11%c., less the usual discount 
terms, and for other makes, which are 
being pushed in competition, at 10%c. 
and upward, as to quantity, brand and 
date of delivery. German is doing 
rather better for prompt at 74%@8\c., 
as to grade and quantity. English is 
in fair request at 8c. and upward, as to 
grade and quantity. Domestic is active, 
but light stocks restrict business to 
some extent. Prices remain steady at 
74@7%c., as to grade and quantity, less 
the usual discount terms. 

PIG LEAD.—The market at St. Louis 
has been quiet, with 3.974%4@4c. bid for 
April, as to quality. This market is 
dull at 4.22%c. for refined and 4.121%ec. 
for common. 

ZINCS.—There is no falling off in the 
demand for the home trade. Additionai 
sales on regular contracts are reported 
both for prompt and forward. The ex- 
port demand is also improving, all of 
which tends to keep stocks low in 
makers’ hands. Prices remain un- 
changed for the various New Jersey 
brands at 4%@4%5%c., as to grade and 
terms of sale.

PARIS, June 1st, 1901. 
The Minister to Monsieur the Prefect of the Department of 


My attention having been called to the dangers menacing the health of workmer 
employed in painting, in the use of paints with a white lead base, I have asked Mon- 
sieur the President of the Council, Minister of the Interior, to lay the question before 
the Consultive Committee of Public Hygiene of France. At the same time, I invited 
the Chief Engineers to advise me if, from the technical point of view, they had any 
objections to urge against the exclusive use of ZINC WHITE in the painting work 
which they are called upon to direct. 

From this double inquiry it appears, on the one hand, that the substitution of 
ZINC WHITE for white lead is entirely desirable from the hygienic point of view; 
on the other, that such substitution may be effected without inconvenience from the 
technical point of view. 

I have, in consequence, decided that in all work executed on account of my admin- 
istration the use of colors or putties with white lead base shall be henceforth interdicted. 

The contracts exchanged for the execution of these works, whether by direct order 
or by award, shall mention this interdiction; a special clause to this effect shall be 
inscribed in the schedule of prices, In the altogether exceptional cases where the engi- 
neers may deem it indispensable to recur to the use of white lead, they will be required 
to provide themselves with a special authorization from the superior administration. 

I beg you to acknowledge the receipt of the foregoing circular, of which I address 
a duplicate directly to Messieurs the Chief Engineers.

There is usually a difference of 
3 francs per 100 kilograms (58 cents per 
220 pounds) in this market in favor of 
groundnut cakes over cottonseed cakes, 
The latter are worth to-day, delinted, 





10 francs ($1.93) per 100 kilograms at 
mills. 

Marseilles oil cakes are sold almost 
exclusively for cattle feed. The state- 
ment brought to my attention that the 
meal is used in some FPuropean coun- 
tries and in the German army as a diet 
for convalescents, I know nothing 


whatever about, but I doubt whether 
a demand for such supplies amounts 
to anything commercially. As a good 
staple diet for cattle, oil cakes of near- 
ly every description have a recognized 
value in Europe, and are perhaps 
more keenly appreciated here than in 
the United States. 

Reports just to hand from the Ma- 
dras coast are in favor of a large crop 
for the present season, estimates of 
the exports reaching 1,000,000 bags. 
Should this figure be reached, the en- 
tire exportation, at 80 kilograms (176 
pounds) per bag, would give a total of, 
say, about 100,000 tons of decorticated 
nuts, which, reckoning the yield of oil 
at 40 per cent., would give about 40,000 
tons of peanut oil. Up to date, about 
650,000 bags have already been sold to 
Marseilles for shipment from Decem- 
ber, 1901, to April 30, 1902. Last prices 
paid were 25.75 to 26 francs ($4.97 to 
$5.01) per 220 pounds, cost and freight 
Marseilles, landing weights. The value 
of Mozambique decorticated nuts is 3 
to 34.60 francs per 100 kilograms ($6.56 
to $6.65 per 220 pounds), delivered land- 
ing quay at Marseilles. The soap mills 
of Marseilles consume on an average 
3,000 to 3,500 tons of groundnut and 
other seed oil per month, and about the 
same quantity of copra and palm-ker- 


nel oil.

While in the case of sesame oil the 
substances to which the Baudouin test 
is due may be said to be fairly well 
known, such is not the case with the 
test in question. Some consider that it 
is due to a sulphur compound in the oil 
and others to an aldehydic body. While 
the evidence given by this paper is not 
conclusive, it was thought sufficiently 
interesting to publish. 

The tests made by these various ex- 
perimenters were repeated and con- 
firmed; it was found that an oil heated 
to 260 deg. gave neither the Bechi-Mil- 
liau test nor the Halphen test. This 
might indicate that the active principle 
of both tests was the same, but for the 
fact that Raikow, by oxidizing the oil 
with potassium permanganate and sul- 
phuric acid, obtained an oil which gave 
the Bechi test but not the Halphen. 

TESTS FOR ALDEHYDIC BODIES. 

400 cc. of oil were shaken with an 
equal quantity of strong sodium bisul- 
phite solution for twelve hours; the oil 
upon separation gave the Bechi test, 
although a longer time was required for 
its development and it appeared in less 
intensity. This was repeated with sim- 
ilar results; in this latter case crystals 
separated, which on being distilled with 
sodium carbonate gave no aldehyde re- 
action with the fuchsine-aldehyde rea- 
gent. 

A portion of the oil was treated with 
dry ammonia gas for seven hours; 
there was no indication of any crystal- 
line compound of aldehyde ammonia 
having been formed, and the oil gave 
the Bechi-Miilliau test with even greater 
intensity.

If, however, sulphur com- 
pounds were present in the fatty acid 
sufficient to blacken silver nitrate, it 
would seem as if other metallic salts

In the repetition of Dupont’s work 
both the aqueous distillate from the un- 


heated oil and the oil itself gave the 
| Bechi test. This was not the case with 
the oil which had been heated to 260 
deg. In conclusion, in view of the fact 
that bodies of an aldehydic character 
could not be detected in the oil by 
either the fuchsine aldehyde reagent, 
by sodium bisulphite, or by ammonia, 
it would seem that it was not likely 
that they were present. This would 
seem to be confirmed by Rai- 
kow’s oxidation with permanganate 
and sulphuric § acid. The evidence 
would seem to favor the presence of 


sulphur compounds.—Journal American

higher market, rather than run the 


price down in the face of very limited 
receipts for some time to come. It is 
admitted that fresh receipts will be at 
least three weeks, and possibly later, 
in getting here.

The fact that its first big 
transaction has resulted so satisfac- 
torily to its stockholders, who include 
all local factors, with the exception of 
one large firm, is certainly pleasing to 
them. 

The season under review was in many 
respects satisfactory, though not as 
much so from the operators’ standpoint 
as previous seasons were. Estimating 
the average price of turpentine at $20 
per and rosins at $3 per barrel, 
the total business for the year at this 
port was between $9,000,000 and $10,- 
000,000. No records were kept showing 
the exact total of the year’s business 
in dollars and cents, but conservative 
men say this estimate accords with 
their ideas. 

While the total crop figures are not 
yet received, and may nof be for sev- 
eral days, until a number of ports are 
officially heard from, it is safe to say 
the outturn will be from 8 to 10 per

better results. 

Every branch of industry in the 
South was affected for the past twelve 
months, and promises to be for some 
time to come, by the higher prices of 
all the necessaries of life. This was 
particularly true with the naval stores 
operator and largely explains the little 
actual profit most of them made during 
the season. Grain, forage, meats, flour 


and cereals, horses and mules, farm 
implements, timber lands and practi- 
cally every other thing needed cost 


much more than a year ago. So heavily 
did this fall upon operators that they 
give it as the main cause for their fail- 
ure to have large credit balances with 
their factors. ° 

While fairly good prices were paid 
all season, it will be noted they have 
gradually declined for the past three 
seasons. We append herewith com- 
parative statement of prices of spirits

But the changes are coming fast in 
other lines, and particularly in hand- 
ling and _ transportation. Reference 
has been made to the National Tank 
and Export Company, which was or- 
ganized here during the year, and has 
constructed three tanks holding 5,000 
casks each, located at the railroad ter- 


minals, for the purpose of storing re- 
ceipts and holding them for satisfac- 
tory prices. Before it had to be sold 
or leak out on the wharves, Now it 


goes into the tanks. Consignments are 
not received from the outside unless the 
consignor has a connection with a Sa- 
vannah factor,.the object of this being 
to give those doing business with this 
port the advantage of the facilities and 
not allow others to possibly fill the 
tanks to the exclusion of the company’s 
own people. This company has cer- 
tainly been a factor in holding up the 
market, one of the objects of its crea- 
tion, 

The season witnessed a decided 
change in the system of transporting 
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naval stores, and particularly to foreign 
In former years the Nor- 
wegian bark, the cheapest vessel then 
to charter, was the mistress of the seas,

stores, and those vessels have carried 
a very large percentage of the exports.

All stuff for 
Northern consumers, of course, went 
out in the coastwise ships, 


While the area of the virgin pine is 


limited, operators are constantly push- 
ing out into it, so that the next few 
years will find all the desirable lands in 
the hands of large and influential hold- 
ers. The transactions during the sea- 
son were not as large as during some 
previous years, though there were 
many deals involving transfers of from 
10,000 to 20,000 acres reported. Most of 
these were in Florida, in Taylor, Madi- 
son and Jefferson counties. They have 
fallen into the hands of the larger peo- 
ple, and will by them be leased to 
operators. Savannah factors have ac- 
quired considerable lands in Florida, 
and will work them when their Geor- 
gia holdings begin to decline. 

Never was there a more encouraging 
outlook for the industry than now. Con- 
sumption is on the increase, both tur- 
pentine and rosin being employed more 
largely in manufacturing. Here in Sa- 
vannah we have a lampblack factory 
which uses rosins in making its prod- 
uct, and now has orders which will 
keep it going night and day for several 
months to come. The rosin oil works 
west of the city are large consumers, 
and are running their plant steadily. 
Paint makers have been large buyers 
and are increasing their takings yearly. 
Then the Standard Oil Company, 
which is a large distributor of turpen- 
tine in the West, is steadily increasing 
its takings and finding an outlet for 
them in that growing section. The 
company has added to the number of 
its tank cars, which are set on sidings 
while the farmers haul their turpentine 
to them and receive prices on a basis 
of Savannah quotations for them. 

The industry has extended farther 
west, being now largely carried on in 
Alabama, Mississippi and Louisiana, In 
those States the exports are through 
Mobile and New Orleans. From Flor- 
ida they go out through Tampa, Jack- 
sonville, Fernandina, Carrabelle and 
Brunswick. From Georgia and South 
Carolina through Savannah, and also 
much comes here from Alabama. From 
North Carolina Wilmington is the out- 
let. 

Inquiry among the best informed of 
the trade here shows that a shortage 
in the new season’s crop of from 9 to 
10 per cent, is expected. Heavy rains in 
the turpentine country prevented very 
extensive work in the woods and this, 
together with the efforts on the part 
of operators to curtail production in 
the interest of higher prices, are what 
present predictions of a shortage are 
based upon. As confirming the predic- 
tions of a decreased output next sea- 
son is the backwardness of fresh re- 
ceipts, practically none having been re- 
ceived here to the present. 

Active trading in fresh receipts is 
expected to begin about the middle of 
this month.

Action of Zinc Powder on the 


Saturated Fatty Acids, 


(From the French of Prof. A. Slebert.—Com- 
munication to the Academie des Sciences.) 
In a previous paper I have made 

known the discovery in the oil extracted 

from the seeds of the I’sano, of a new 

non-saturated fatty acid Cl4 H20 02, 

designated as isonic acid. It belongs 

to the fatty acids, having the general 
formula Cn H2n H8 02, which are little 
known. I have endeavored to prepare 
synthetically other bodies of the same 
family by reduction of the fatty satu- 
rated acids. In the course of these ex- 
periments I have been led to subject 
these acids to the action of zinc powder, 

I began with commercial stearine, 
melting at 60 deg. This substance, 
formed of a mixture of saturated fatty 
acids, in which stearic acid predomi-- 
nates, has been distilled with an excess 
of well dried zinc powder, operating in 
a retort heated over a bath of iron 
filings at 350 to 400 deg. 

At the outset zinc stearate is formed; 
then the mass melts and boils, setting 
free some condensable products and 
gases. The residue consists of zinc pow- 
der still retaining traces of substances 
very rich in carbon. 

The non-condensable gaseous prod- 





ucts are composed of carbonic acid gas 
and of combustible gases, incomplete 
carbides, a very slight proportion of 
complete carbides, and hydrogen in 
great abundance. 

The condensable substances are com- 
posed of a little water and of liquid 
and solid substances, non-mixable with 
water and forming about 70 per cent, 
of the stearine employed. 

The condensed products have the fol- 
lowing characteristics: they are liquid 
at first, but solid at the end of the dis- 
tillation, are of a yellowish color and 
lighter than water, in which they are 
insoluble, as also in diluted alkalies 
and acids; they dissolve in the major- 
ity of organic solvents, and they fix 
bromine. Finally, the elementary 
analysis assigns them the composition 
Cn H2n, 

Having prepared quite a quantity of 
the substances (about 2.5 kilograms), I 
dried them over anhydrous phosphoric 
acid and submitted them to two suc- 
cessive fractional distillations, from 10 
deg. to 10 deg., then from 5 deg. to 5 
deg.; beyond 350 deg. the fractional dis- 
tillation was in a vacuum, from 25 deg. 
to 25 deg. The residue was solid and 
crystallized and melted at 63 deg., after 
rectification. 

The following is a summary of the 
last fractions with the quantities and 
densities: 

The liauid commenced to distill at 
60 deg. and the last portion collected 
passed over at 300 deg. to 325 deg, in a 
vacuum, under a pressure of 55 milli- 


meters. The maxima portions passed 
at the temperatures below:—

All these fractions correspond to the 
characteristics indicated above. The 
bromides, prepared by the simple addi- 
tion of bromine, are liquid, yellowish, 
and take on a deeper color in time. 
The solid residue from the fractional 
distillation gives a solid bromide, white 
and crystallized. These bromides are

New Ffforts for Free Alcohol. 
Washington, April 4, 1902. 


A new plan for the inauguration of a 
policy of free alcohol for the use of 
the manufacturing arts and sciences in 
the United States has been devised by 
Representative Tawney, of Minnesota, 
one of the leading members of the 
Ways and Means Committee, and was 
brought forward in committee by him on 
Monday of this week in connection with 
the Cuban reciprocity bill. Though ruled 
out by Chairman Payne as not being 
germane to the pending bill, Mr. Taw- 
ney will now introduce it in the form 
of an independent bill and will vigor- 
ously urge it before his committee. The 
proposition has the unqualified appro- 
val of the Secretary of Agriculture, by 
whose experts Mr. Tawney’s measure 
was drafted, and the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, to whom it was sub- 
mitted, has stated that, in his opinion, 
it is entirely practicable. The measure 
as offered by Mr. Tawney as an 
amendment to the reciprocity bill pro- 
vided as follows:— 


“That the molasses, low ade sugars, 
and other fermentable residues of the 
manufacture of sugar from sugar pro- 
ducing plants own in any of the States 
of the United States may be used for the 
manufacture of alcohol, without tax, 
when such alcohol is manufactured for 
use and is used in the arts and manu- 
factures and for scientific purposes 
only; that such manufacture shall take 
place only at distilleries duly licensed by 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
and that such manufacturer shall pay as 
a license tax ten dollars annually for 
each one thousand gallons of proof spirit 
capacity of the distillery. 

“Provided, That the manufacture of 
such alcohol shall be under the super- 
vision of an agent of the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and that it shall be manufactured 
and sold under such regulations as the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue may 
prescribe, to be approved by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. 

“Provided further, That if the alcohol 
so made shall enter into articles of com- 
merce it shall only be sold by wholesale 
and retail dealers who shall pay a license 
taxes as follows: wholesale dealers shall 
pay an annual license of five hundred 
dollars each, and mn ail dealers shal] pay 
an annual license of fifty dollars each. 
The books and business of both shall be 
open for inspection by the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue or by any of its authorized 
agents, and the sale of such alcohol shall 
be in accordance with regulations pre- 
scribed by the Commissioner of Internal 















































to those who have followed the history 
of the Dunlap and the American Aris- 
totype cases through the courts. One 
of the strongest points made by the 
Government during this litigation was 
the fact that no funds were provided 
by Congress for the supervision of the 
use of free alcohol. Mr. Tawney’s 
proposition provides a special license 
tax to be paid by the distiller, other 
taxes by wholesale and retail dealers 
in ree alcohol, and finally a tax of $100 
each to be paid by manufacturers con- 
suming tax free alcohol. The collection 
of these taxes would be almost entirely 
devoid of expense, and the whole sum 
would therefore be available to defray 
the cost of the necessary inspection and 
general supervision. The sum fixed to 
be paid by each manufacturer and con- 
sumer of free alcohol, $100, would be 
large enough to restrict the use to re- 
sponsible concerns doing a regular man- 
ufacturing business and would relieve 
the Government of the necessity of su- 
pervising operations of thousands of 
other small producers, 

With regard to the measure as pre- 
sented in the House Mr. Tawney said 
to the Reporter’s correspondent:— 

“I have long been of the opinion that 
American manufacturers should not only 
have tax free alcohol for the production 
of goods designed to be consumed in the 
United States, but that it is absolutely 
necessary if they are to compete with 
foreigners in the markets of the world. 
The internal revenue tax on alcohol is so 
enormous in proportion to the value of 
the product that the manufacturer who 
can use it free of tax can command an 
absolute monopoly of trade if all his com- 
petitors are obliged to pay the tax at 
present demanded in the United States. 

“No man who is at all familiar with the 
present tendency of commercial condi- 
tions in the United States can fail to ap- 
preciate the enormous importance of ex- 
tending our export trade, but unless 
those of our manufacturers who use al- 
cohol can have it free of tax they are ab- 
solutely barred from foreign business. It 
is probable that it will require some 
study to provide the necessary regula- 
tions for carrying out the provisions of 
my bill, but I have submitted the meas- 
ure to the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue who tells me he regards it as 
entirely practicable. I shall bring it for- 
ward as an independent bill at an early 
date and do what I can to insure its pas- 


sage.” 


Revenue, approved by the Secretary of 
the Treasury. 

“And provided further, That such al- 
cohol may be sold as fuel, and for other 
purposes, by the licensed agents above 
mentioned, when so denaturalized by 
methods to be prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, approved by the 
Commisioner of Internal Revenue and 
the Secretary of the Treasury, as to un- 
fit it for consumption as a beverage. Any 
violation of the regulations herein au- 
thorized respecting the manufacture and 
sale of all such alcohol shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than five hundred 
as nor more than one thousand dol- 
ars. 

“And provided further, That all manu- 
facturers employing alcohol made as 
above described for manufacturing pur- 
poses of any kind shall pay a license of 
one hundred dollars annually, and their 
books and business shall be open for in- 
spection by the Bureau of Internal Re- 
venue or by any of its authorized agents, 
and any use of such alcohol for potable 
purposes is hereby declared to be a mis- 
demeanor punishable by a fine of not less 
than five hundred dollars and not more 
than one thousand dollars or by impris- 
onment for not less than one year. ‘The 
provisions of this act shall not apply to 
the residues of any sugar refinery em- 
ploying as a part of its raw material any 
sugar not produced within any of the 
States of the United States.” 


Those who have followed the cam- 
paign for free alcohol for several years 
past will note in Mr. Tawney’s bill the 
fact that it is limited to alcohol manu- 
factured from a certain agricultural 
product, and the point will maturally be 
raised as to the constitutionality of 
such a provision. The internal revenue 
Statutes, however, contain other analo- 
gous provisions, such as those permit- 
ting the distillation in small quantities 
of brandy from fruits produced on the 
promises of the parties distilling them, 
in this connection it should be said, 
however, that the limitation rendering 
tax free alcohol produced from mo- 
lasses and other residues of domestic 
sugar manufacture only, would proba- 
bly be liberalized should the bill be 
taken up for consideration. The idea 
in specifying molasses, etc., is with a 
view to increasing the value of the by- 
products of domestic sugar production, 
aS well as to supply alcohol for use in 
the arts free of tax. 

Another feature of Mr. Tawney’s bill, 
however, will at once commend itself |

Oleomargarine Bill Passed. 
Washington, April 4, 1902. 


The Senate on the 3d instant, after a 
notable debate, passed the anti-oleo- 
margarine bill by a vote of 39 to 31. 
The bill was amended in a number of 
particulars of more or less importance, 
and, as finally passed, differs materially 
from the House bill, so that it will re- 
quire to be sent to conference commit- 
tee, and it may bé some days before it 


is finally signed by the President. 


The action of the Senate on the bill 
illustrates forcibly the fact, recently 


pointed out in these dispatches, name- 


ly, that those industries interested in 
the defeat of the bill were making the 
mistake of neglecting it and thus per- 
mitting the inference that they were in- 
different as to its fate. The first vote 
taken on the bill was on a proposition 
to recommit it to committee, which 
would have disposed of it for the pres- 
ent Congress, and this motion was lost 
by two votes only, the ballot standing 
37 to 35. A change of but two votes 
would therefore have killed the bill, 
and in view of the noncommittal state- 
ments of several senators, taken in con- 
nection with the opposition of a num- 
ber of prominent Republicans like Sen- 
ators Aldrich, Warren, Scott, Elkins, 
Stewart, Teller and others, it may be 
fairly assumed that had the campaign 
against the bill been conducted with a 
little of that energy which character- 
ized the work of the dairy lobby, the 


measure would have been defeated. 


The strongest speech made against 
the bill was delivered by Senator 
Bailey, of Texas, and was devoted 
chiefly to a discussion of its unconsti- 
tutional aspects. Although his argu- 
ment was sharply criticised by lead- 
ing lawyers among the advocates of 
the bill, he fairly convinced the entire 
Senate, first, that the bill was not de- 


signed as a revenue measure; and, 


second, that the courts would hold it 
to be unconstitutional except for the

From the 
various framentary reports at hand 
and the attention the sowings have re- 
ceived from the country papers there, 
it would seem that about the usual 
acreage will be put in, say 200,000 acres 
in Kansas and about 75,000 in Missouri, 
Including the scattering sowings, we 
should think it probable the Southwest 
will have a total of about 300,000 acres, 
though these figures may change quite 
materially later on, when more com- 
plete returns are received. The cli- 
matic conditions of last winter and 
this spring have been favorable to the 
success of the Southewestern crop on 
account of a_ sufficiency of moisture 
during the winter, aided by the late 
spring snows. The front extended to a 
considerable depth, which is also a 
beneficial factor in the way of loosen- 
ing up the soil. Then, too, the drought 
of last summer will have a tendency 
to lessen the weed growth of the pres- 
ent season, and, barring untoward ac- 
cidents to the growing crop, a good 
yield of fine quality is among the 
probabilities for the Southwest. There 
is a month’s interval between the Kan- 
sas and the Iowa crops, but after the

LINSEED OTL.—This product is en- 
tirely unchanged for the week, the con- 
ditions remaining identically the same 
as have prevailed for two weeks past. 
The demand is seasonable, but not 
more urgent than in recent weeks, so 
far as the mills are concerned, though 
the actual consumption’ of oil from 
contract stocks in hands of jobbers is 
now very large. Mills have no impor- 
tant accumulation at any point, and 
there is no oil pressing on market. 
Some misapprehension seems to exist 
as to the “alleged’’ wide difference in 
seed and oil prices.

Not a single ‘bushel of flax was ex- 
ported from this country in the month 
of February, writes Chief Austin, of 
the Bureau of Statistics. The total ex- 
ports on the crop up to March 1 have 
been 3,869,000 bushels, as compared with 
3,585,099 for the same time last year. 
The exports for the year are now prac- 
tically closed. From March to July 
for the last two years the exports 
amounted to very little—but 46,850 
bushels in 1901 and 10,597 in 1900. The 
following: figures of the March receipts 
and shipments at Chicago are official, 
and show quite a falling off from the 
same months of the previous two 
years. We add to the table the daily 
price for No. 1 contract seed, showing 
an absolutely unchangeability of price 
since March 6, though the month, as a 
whole, shows a gain of 5c.

This 
amendment will provoke a sharp con- 
troversy in the Conference Committee. 

Senator Culberson, of Texas, then 
sought to amend the bill by reducing 
the tax provided by it from 10 cents 
to 5 cents per pound, but this was lost 
without the formality of a yea and nay 
vote. Senator Money then proposed a 
substitute for the bill in the form of 
the minority measure rejected in the 
House, which was originally prepared 
by Chairman Wadsworth, of the House 
Committee, with the assistance of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau. Mr. Money 
made a brief but forcible argument in 
favor of the substitute, which he said 
would meet the views of any man who 
honestly desired to see oleomargarine 
sold on its merits, while its passage 
would permit millions of people 
throughout the country to continue the 
purchase of a wholesome food product 
at a fair price. In view of the impor- 
tance of this substitute, Senator Money 
demanded a roll call, when it was de- 
feated by a vote of 39 to 29.

has caused a feeling of apprehension 
on the part of operators that the price 
of the product may ‘be reduced, and 
they are consequently looking forw: ard 
with unusual interest for the forth- 
coming pipe line report, which, if 
equally bearish in its tenor, may be 
followed by a reduction in price. It 
was regarded as assured that develop- 
ment operations during the present 
month would be greatly stimulated by 
the good results of operations in March, 
but it may now be regarded as doubtful 
if the amount of work completed will 
show an increase, owing to the ex- 
tensive damage caused to derricks 
and other property by the storm which 
passed over a considerable stretch of 
producing territory. The reports from 
the fields were meager the past week, 
due to the effects of the storm, which 
wrought havoc with telegraph and tele- 
phone connections. The width of the 
storm’s force was fully 50 miles, ex- 
tending from Southeastern Ohio as far 
as the Wolf Summit field in West Vir- 
ginia. The reports from West Virginia 
show tha’ the South Penn Oil Co. had 
between 50 and 75 derricks blown down 
and considerable loss in other ways. 
The reports received are not a contin- 
uation of those of 'the two preceding 
weeks, and apparently the operators’ 
luck has turned, as only small wells 
and dusters have been reported. From 
Texas the reports are encouraging to 
those who have been waiting for a 
market for the product, the shipmen'ts 
increasing and the demand for fuel oil 
keeping pace with the increased facili- 
ties for transportation. Recent strikes 
near Sour Lake have, in a measure, 
diverted attention from Spindle Top, 
but perhaps it would be better to stop 
boring wells until consumptive require- 
ments equal the capacity of the wells 
already completed, 





Refined and Products. 

There has been a sudden increase in 
the demand for refined in barrels for 
export, and the engagements reported 
are far in excess of those for the past 
six months. It is interesting to note 
that nearly all of these were for Baltic 
ports. So far as known, there is no im- 
portant change in the situation abroad, 
and the presumption is that there is a 
shortage of barrels on the other side.

Hearing on Proposed Drawback 
Changes. 

Washington, April 4, 1902. 

The Ways and Means Committee on 
the 2d instant gave an extended hear- 
ing on the Lovering bill to reform the 
drawback laws, the provisions of which 
have heretofore been described in these 
columns. The hearing was participated 
in by a number of prominent manufac- 
turers, all of whom strongly advocated 
the bill. As illustrating the varied ram- 
ifications of the trades now interested 
to an important degree in exporting 
products with benefit of drawback, it 
is significant to note that there were 
present at the hearing John M. Peters, 
of W. J. Matheson & Co., ltd., New 
York City, manufacturers of white lead, 
etc.; Edwin Tatham, of Tatham & 
Bros.,, New York and Philadelphia, 
manufacturers of various lead prod- 
ucts; F. W. Wood, president of the 
Maryland Steel Co., Baltimore, Md.; 
Walter Wood, of R. D. Wood & Co., 
Philadelphia, Pa., iron pipe, etc.; Louis 
Cc. Taylor, of John A. Roebling Sons’ 
Co., Trenton, N. J., wire; Joseph 
K. McCammon, of the Bethlehem 
Steel Works, Bethlehem, Pa.; An- 
drew G. Webster, Malden, Mass. presi- 
dent of the New England Shoe and 


Leather Association; Maxwell J. 
Lowry, of Avery & Lowry, bBos- 
ton, Mass., leather, and Joseph H. 


Allen and Whidden Graham, of Allen 
& Graham, customs experts, of New 
York City. A number of other promi- 
nent manufacturers were represented 
by letters addressed to the committee, 

Representative Lovering, of Massa- 
chusetts, the author of the bill, was 
the first speaker and briefly explained 
to the committee the purpose of the 
measure. He said in part:— 


“The drawback system as administered 
under the Dingley bill, has been of so 
much assistance to the manufacturers of 
this country, and has extended our for- 
eign exports to such an extent, that the 
time has come when we feel it may go 
very much farther, and very safely, too. 
Home production has so far outstripped 
the home consumption that it is necessary 
to seek out every market and every pos- 
sible outlet for the constantly increasing 
manufactures of the country. 

“The drawback bill has worked very 
well. You are so familiar with it that it 
is useless for me to enlarge upon it at 
this time. I will only say that England, 
France and Germany have systems of im- 
post rebates which have worked to the 
advantage of their foreign exports, and 
greatly to our disadvantage. ‘The world- 
wide war of industrial supremacy is be- 
ing fought out on the sharpest possible 
lines; and there is no denying the fact 
that our manufacturers are handicapped 
in the struggle. We are often taunted 
that we have built a great wall of protec- 
tion around our country, and that the 
= open only outward. Now, it is a 
act that true protection to American in- 
dustry means that those gates should 
sometimes open inward. 

“It is often the case that the exception 
proves the rule, and when, through the 
exception we get more good than harm, 
as we do in this case, as asked for in this 
bill, there is no good reason why it should 
not be adopted. There are gentlemen 
present here who are interested in the bill 
very directly, men representing the larg- 
est industries in the United States, and 
experts, too, in the whole subject of the 
drawback, and they are competent to 
speak to you, and will address you on the 
subject, 

“There is only one thing that I would 
like to speak of at this moment. This 
has been said by somebody to be a local 
matter affecting Massachusetts, and it is 
urged that for that reason I have brought 
the thing forward. 1 assure you that is 
not the case. It is a matter of national 
interest, extending from one coast to the 
other; and the hardships that grow out 
of the law as it now stands, or out of the 
administration of it, are such as have led 
us to seek relief in a bill of this kind, 

“In the form here presented this bill 
covers ores, metals, hides and leather. It 
covers about two-thirds of what would be 
the entire drawback which was paid out 
during the last year. The amount paid 
out Jast year was $,215,502. On hides, 
leather, lead, lead ore, iron and steel it 
amounted to $3,077,351. On all other arti- 
cles it was $2,138,151. As to those articles 
on which that $2,138,151 was payable, it 
was comparatively easy to identify, the 
(mported material on which duty ha een 
a d, but it was impossible to identify the 
mported material in those articles on 
which the $3,077,351 was paid; and this bill 
simply provides that duties on imported 
Materials which cannot be identified, may, 
on the proper presentation of the case to 
the Treasury Department, under oath, 
and when it is shown to the satisfaction 
of the Treasury Department that those 
duties have been paid, be rebeted when 
the finished product is exported.’”’ 


At this point Representative Russell 
asked Mr. Lovering what objection, if 
any, there would be to expanding the 
provisions of the bill so as to include 
all imported materials instead of merely 
ores, metals, hides or leather. Mr. 
Lovering promptly replied that he could 
see no objection whatever to extending 
the bill indefinitely, and that it was his 
expectation that its scope would be so 
expanded before enactment as to be of 
value to every trade in the country. 

The next speaker was Mr. John M. 
Peters, of W. J. Matheson & Co., who 
said:— 


“The interest in our house in this bill, 
Mr, Chairman and gentlemen, is as man- 
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ufacturers of white lead. The exportation 
of white lead at the present time is not 
very large, and probably does not cut a 
considerable figure in the statistics which 
Mr. Lovering has just given you. There 
is, however, a considerable business do- 
ing, and there is every opportunity of in- 
creasing that business, provided the man- 
ufacturers here are put into a position 
where they can compete, in cost of ma- 
terial, with the German and English man- 
ufacturers, 

“Our principal difficulty at the present 
time is competing with the German man- 
ufacturer, who for some reason or other, 
[ do not know what, is a cheaper seller 
in most of the markets of the world than 
the English manufacturer. We compete 
in Canada on dry lead with the German 
manufacturer, and at a great disadvan- 


tage. During the seasons of the year 
when the nevigation is open, the ships 
coming this way are rather light. They 


go to Montreal for cargoes of grain and 
other things. They come over here pretty 
light, and they bring dry lead as a ballast, 
so that the cost of inland freight from 
New York to Montreal is greater at times 
—I will not pretend to say it always is, 
because I do not know on that point, but 
l have met it at times when it cost less 
to get lead from Hamburg into Montreal 
than to get it from New York into Mont- 
real, That is gimply an incident of the 
trade, and I state it simply to illustrate 
some of the difficulties the domestic man- 
ufacturer has to contend with and there- 
fore indicating another reason why he 
should be as leniently treated as possible 
by Congress. 

“When my house went into the manu- 
facture of white lead, or at least when we 
fire: started out to export it, which was 
something like a couple of years ago, we 
used what is known as the quick process, 
That is a modern process and differs 
somewhat from the process with which I 
dare say some of you gentlemen are fa- 
miliar. Ours is a continuous process. We 
put in, for illustration, 100 tons of lead, 
and we can continue that down to a pos- 
sible minimum of twenty-five tons. When 
we get below fifty tons we are running at 
an increased expense. When we get down 
to twenty-five tons, it is practically nec- 
essary for us to stop, unless we can put 
in other lead, If we are running with do- 
mestic lead, we continue with our tanks 
full all the time, 

“In order to maintain the identification 
of the lead, it is necessary to set aside 
tanks especially for the manufacture of 
foreign lead. When we have run that 
down to twenty-five tons, we must stop, 
and either wait until we are ready to run 
another lot of foreign lead, or convert 
that residue into some other product, or 
mix it up with our domestic product and 
sell it at a loss to the domestic trade, How 
serious that loss will be, you will appre- 
ciate by the fact that the duty on metal- 
lic lead to-day is something like 100 per 
cent. it has been, since the Dingley Dill 
went into effect, I think an average of in 
the neighborhood of 100 per cent. It is 
24% cents a pound. So that while the 
Smelting Trust is very kind to us and 
does not take all that 100 per cent. on do- 
mestic lead, still it takes enough of it so 
that we are obliged to pay duty, and 
when we turn ®round to sell, we are still 
at somewhat oi a loss. 

‘Suppose,’ suygested Representative 
Richardson, ‘you got your material at a 
largely reduced tariff. Suppose the raw 


material was put on the free list. What 
effect would it have?’ 
“*Personally,’ replied Mr. Peters, ‘I 


should be willing to see the whole ine 
thrown off. 1 believe we can compete wit 
the markets of the world if we have free 
lead, on the conditions that have ob- 
tained in the pig lead market since I 
have known anything about it. Whether 
those are abnormal conditions, I do not 
know. I hardly fancy they are. It covers 
a number of years.’ 

‘““*Would that reduce the price of the 
manufactured product to the consumer?’ 

“It would, unless we were smart 
enough to keep it up and get the profit. 
The natural tendency would certainly be 
to reduce it. The foreign lead laid down 
here to-day, duty paid, I would say, 
would be about $4.60, and the domestic 
price for a corresponding grade in New 
York to-day is $4.224% cents. That would 
be refined lead, corroding lead, so that is 
the difference to-day between the cost of 
domestic raw material and foreign raw 
material, duty paid. It comes within 
about 8 per cent.’ 

“*What are those conditions you speak 
of existing at the present time which you 
said might be abnormal?’ asked Chairman 
Payne. 

*““*l meant the low prices prevailing in 
the foreign markets for the last four or 
five years may be abnormal,’ replied Mr. 
Peters. ‘I have no reason, however, to 
say tiwy are.’ 

*““*‘How do the prices of to-day for pig 
lead compare with the prices of 1897?’ 

‘“**My impression is that in 1897 it was a 
trifle lower than it is now. ‘There have 
been times within the last four or five 
years when the market has been lower 
than it is now but the variation, accord- 
ing to my best recollection, has not been 
very material. I do not think there is 
any great difference.” 

“What proportion of what you use is 
foreign lead?’ asked Representative Dal- 
zell, 

“*A very small proportion at the pres- 
ent time. We only use foreign lead to 
make our export products. How much of 
a figure that would cut in the entire pro- 
duction it is impossible, I think, for any 
one to say. At the present time I do not 
knew personally what the exports of lead 
are from this country. They are not large 
as compared with the entire product, 
which is something like 100,000 tons, 
Canada is quite an importafit market, but 
the West Indies are a very good market, 
as is South America. Our house is doin 
some business with Australia, and I ha 
an offer the other day from Denmark 
which I could come pretty near meeting. 
You see, the margin in the lead business 
is so small that even the 1 per cent. 
which the government retains to itself 
under the present drawback law cuts a 
good deal of figure in such a line as the 
white lead business.’ 

“This bill provides for a drawback giv- 
ing the whole 100 per cent. The govern- 
ment is not a very prompt paymaster, 
you know; and if you take the loss in in- 
terest and the necessary expense in the 
collection of that drawback, the whole 
thing will amount to 4 or 5 per cent. at 
the very least calculation. e would be 
well satisfied if we could get that 4 or 6 
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per cent. It is more than we can get 
out of the business under the operations 
of the present law and the present regu- 
lations, To whatever extent it relieves us 
from the present burden, it will go just 
that far toward making exportation of 
these goods possible at a profit. I do not 
think we make any profit now on the 
whole on any goods that we export. We 
are simply doing it more for advertising 
purposes than anything else, realizing 
that there are large possibilities in the 
foreign markets. 

“‘Now, referring to the quotation we had 
the other day from Denmark. We have 
got to meet a freight rate from here to 
Denmark of something like a quarter of 
a cent. a pound. That would be prohibi- 
tive. We could probably have pulled out 
just about even on that, and if we had 
had the full drawback, it is possible we 
might have seen our way clear to meet 
it. What the possibilities to the American 
manufacturer would be if we could open 
up that European market to ourselves, I 
am unprepared to say. It certainly would 
be worth cultivation, and we should be 
glad to go after the business, 

“The question of the identification of 
the material, to which Mr. Lovering al- 
luded, and which, as you know, is an es- 
sential feature of the present law, is not 
to be considered simply by itself. While 
it makes it difficult, and while it is im- 
possible, as I dare say it is in some of the 
industries represented here, to absolutely 
identify the lead, we have made it possi- 
ble in our business, although we have 
done so at a considerable expense. I un- 
derstand that the National Lead Company 
has set aside a separate factory for the 
manufacture of these goods, and in that 
way, of course, its identification is com- 
plete, Ours is equally complete. It has to 
be to satisfy the government officials; 
but whatever tends to make that identifi- 
cation possible adds materially to the cost 
of manufacture, It is utterly impossible 
whether you set aside a building, whether 
you set aside a few tanks, or whatever 
means you adopt to complete that identi- 
fication, to avoid adding just that much 
to the cost of the business. You gentle- 
men certainly are familiar enough with 
the statistics and the general facts that 
have been published concerning exports, 
to know that the margin on all exported 
goods to-day is, and must be, very nar- 
row, and every 1 per cent., however small 
it may scem in itself, is a very consider- 
able item in the export trade. It is a 
considerable item in the domestic trade 
also, with goods like ours, but it is of 
very much more significance in the export 
business, 

“What opposition there can be to this 


bill, I cannot imagine, unless it should 
come from industries which have provided 
certain facilities, as I say the ational 


Lead Company has provided. They might 
consider it unnecessary; but they cer- 
tainly could not oppose it if they have 
their own best interests fully in view, be- 
cause of the fact I have already stated, 
that the expenses attending this isolation 
or division, in any term you please, of the 
business, cannot be overlooked. 

“*The National Lead Company,’ said 
Representative Long, ‘is what is known 
as the Lead Trust?’ 

“*Yes, sir. They represent, we esti- 
mate, about 65 to 70 per cent. of the pro- 
duction of white lead.’ 

“Ts your firm associated with it?’ 

- “ *No, sir; we are on the outside.’ 

‘Are you connected with it in any 
way?’ 

“No, sir; none whatever. 
very pleasant social relations.’ 

‘**How are the prices at which you sell 
abroad as compared with your domestic 
prices?’ asked Mr. Long. 

“On dry lead, of course, they are very 
much lower,’ replied Mr, Peters. ‘That 
is, they are very much lower on the face; 
but, based on the cost of raw material, 
they are about the same, I should say. 
To-day they are fully as high. I can sell 
dry lead in Canada to-day for about $3.30 
and I can sell it in the United States for 
about $4.30, depending a little on how 
much the buyer knows—anywhere from 
$4.25 to $4.30. 

“We are paying to-day $4.25 for do- 
mestic lead, and we are selling at $4.25. 
We are paying, say, $4.60 less $2.10—24% and 
1 per cent. off would be about $2.10—that 
would be $2.50 to this market. The for- 
eign price would be fully as good as the 
domestic price, excepting that the ques- 
tion of freights would come in. The 
Canadian price would be fully as good. 
The domestic price is greeneny $4.50. It 
is all the way from $4.25 up, and the max- 
imum Canadian price is $3.50, and from 
that down to $3.15; so it is pay close. 
Of course, there are items of cost in the 
manufacture of foreign lead which, as I 
tell you, it is impossible for me to cover 
fully, but which you will appreciate, so 
that it is a little more expensive to make; 
but on the price of dry lead, the difference 
is about the same, 

“Now, in lead in oil, which is the prod- 
uct we always hope to make money on 
the dry lead is a product that is sold 
practically without _— all the time, 
either domestic or foreign, but you take 
lead in oil, and we are selling it at $5.25 
to $5.35 to Australia, to South America and 
to the West Indies, and we are selling 
that some lead in the domestic market 
at about $5.75. Just how those two things

Taylor, of John A. Roebling Sons’ Co., 
and Judge McCammon. Mr. Walter 
Wood proposed an amendment to the 
bill under which an importer bringing 
in a quantity of raw material might re- 
ceive a certificate to the effect that he 
had paid duty thereon and sell the cer- 
tificate to a manufacturer who, upon 
the exportation of finished products 
containing an equivalent amount of raw 
materials, might receive back the duty 
paid by the importer. This amendment 
was as follows:— 


“That on the written application of an 
Importer of ores or metals on which 
duties have been paid, there shall be is- 
sued, under rules and regulations to be 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
uary, a certificate stating the name of 
the importer, the quantity of imported 
ores or metals, the rate and amount of 
duties paid thereon, and all other particu- 
lars necessary to describe or identity such 
imported ores or metals, which certificate 
may be sold and transferred, and when 
filed with a Collector of Customs, in 
whose office an entry has been filed, the 
owner of said certificate for drawback on 
imported articles manufactured from like 
domestic ores or metals of at least the 
same value as the ores or metals de- 
scribed in said certificate, a drawback of 
such duties shall be d equal to the 
amount which would have been allowed 
if the imported ores or metals described 
in said certificate had been used in the 
manufacture of the exported articles; 
provided, That the quantity of ores or 
metals used in the manufacture of the ex- 
ported articles on which drawback is al- 
lowed shall be charged against said cer- 
tificate, as in case of complete identifica- 
tion required by existing regulations un- 
der section thirty of an act approved July 
twenty-fourth, eighteen hundred and 
ninety-seven, and that this provision shall 
only apply to imported ores or metals 
which are in warehouse or in the posses- 
sion of manufacturers when this act shall 
become law, or which may be imported 
after this act shall become law.’’ 


Mr. Edward Tatham, of Tatham & 
Bros., then made the following brief 
statement with regard to the export 
business:— 


“We wish to do an export business, if 
possible, and it is only possible to do it if 
we can get back the duties which we have 
paid on our imported material. The re- 
funding of the duties by the Treasury 
Department does not cost the Treasury 
unything, seeing that we have already 
paid them. We only take back the money 
which we have paid. We cannot do this 
export business unless we get all our 
duties back, because the margins are so 
small and competition is so keen, that if 
the Treasury retains any part of those 
duties, or if the Treasury makes their re- 
payment very difficult, the handicap is 
too much for the American manufacturer, 
_ ‘In regard to lead, the manufacturer is 
in a particularly unfortunate condition, 
In some respects, because by section 29 
of the Dingley bill the lead is imported 
into the United States in ores and in base 
bullion, and it is smelted or refined, or 
both, in bond, and exported to forei 
countries; and the law provides that the 
exportation of 90 per cent. of the amount 
imported cancels the bond. 

“Now, the law also provides that on 
payment of the whole amount of the duty 
it can be withdrawn for consumption in 
the United States; but when the Ameri- 
can manufacturer buys that lead, manu- 
factures it into some lead product, exports 
it, and makes a claim for drawback, the 
Treasury refuses to give him the amount 
of the duty paid, or even 99 per cent., 
and only gives him 90 per cent. of the 
duty paid, which makes it almost impos- 
sible for him to compete in foreign mar- 
kets. We think the warehousing provi- 
sions of the Dingley bill ought to be such 
as not to discriminate against the Ameri- 
can manufacturer, who employs Ameri- 
can labor.’’ 


The hearing concluded with state- 
ments by the leather men _ present 
showing the necessity of a reform in 
the drawback laws to offset the duty 
on hides. Chairman Payne then stated 
that the Lovering bill would have care- 
ful consideration, as the committee ap- 
preciated its importance.

It is said that the decline is 
due to an effort on the part of bearish 
interests to affect holders in the coun- 
try. We have advices from the West, 
which are published below, stating that 
planting has been delayed by cold 
weather, and also giving information 
regarding the probable acreage of the 
new crop:— 

The mint roots came through the winter gen- 
erally in fair condition, but there being con- 
siderable warm weather in March they com- 
menced to sprout, causing them to become ten- 
der, and this, being succeeded by renewed cold, 
inflicted considerable injury. At the present 
time planting, which should have already be- 
gun, is delayed by cold and inclement weather, 
which cannot help but do some further injury, 
although we hope it will not prove extremely 
serious. As to the area which will be planted, 
this cannot in any case be otherwise than 
small, since the quantity of available roots is 
much less than usual, and there is only a small 
area of suitable or available land, as pepper- 
mint is now grown only upon ‘‘muck,’’ which 
originally requires extensive clearing, and none 
of this land has been recently cleared owing 
to low prices, whereas the ground which has 
been used cannot be replanted to mint until 
rotated with other crops, having become 
“minted out.’’ From actual statistics gath- 
ered over quite a district we find the growers 
had contemplated an area about 16 per cent. 
greater than last year, but we now doubt 
whether they will be able to do this; but as 
last year’s crop was but little more than one- 
half of the amount annually consumed, the 
present stocks must all be called into active 
requisition. In fact, the aggregate stocks of 
the world to-day are but little more than half 
of those a year ago. Owing to the overproduc- 
tion of 1897 and 1898, prices fell so far below 
the cost of production that the planting was 
largely decreased, in consequence of which the 
surplus stocks are now becoming rapidly ex- 
hausted. 

Flowers. 

There are no features to report with 
regard to any of the articles in this 
department, There is a moderate job- 
bing demand for the leading varieties 
at unchanged prices. We have the fol-

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Does “Argemone Mexicana” Con. 
tain Morphine? 


BY J. O. SCHLOTTERBECK. 


Mexican or prickly poppy as this 
plant is more familiarly known, is na- 
tive to the Southern States of North 
America, Mexico and the West Indies, 
but it has spread to the north and has 
also ‘been accidentally introduced by 
trading ships into distant tropical and 
subtropical lands to such an extent 
that it has become a troublesome weed 
in some localities. The plants are easily 
propagated from seeds which have for 
some time been offered by seedsmen for 
ornamental planting, consequently the 
prickly poppy has become rather cos- 
mopolitan. The plant is striking in ap- 
pearance, attains a height of 2 feet, is 
erect, bristly, and glaucous. The 
leaves are alternate, sessile, sinuately 
lobed, armed at the margin and under 
surface with very sharp prickles, The 
upper surface of the leaves is beauti- 
fully blotched with white. The solitary 
flowers are yellow, about 1% inches 
broad, possessing a soft, bristly ovary 
with 4 to 6 red-tipped stigmas. When

brownish black. When bruised, all parts 
of the growing plant exude a yellow, 
milky juice, which is acrid, bitter and 
of penetrating odor. 

The Spanish claim emetic properties 
fof the seeds and purgative properties 
for the fixed oil therefrom. Others be- 


lieve the plant to possess narcotic 
qualities. The juice of the leaves has 


gained a reputation, among the laity at 
least, in the treatment of opacities of 
the cornea, pain of cephalalgia and in- 
flammation of the eyes. Prickly poppy 
is official in the Mexican Pharmaco- 
poeia,” and, while reports upon its 
therapeutic value are very contradic- 
tory and at times fabulous, its import- 
ance has merited detailed notice of its 
properties and uses in the dispensa- 
tories of the United States. Consider- 
ing the repute in which this plant has 
been held as a remedial agent among 
Spanish-American peoples it is rather 
remarkable that so little attention has 
been directed to its chemical study. 
Charbonnier made a chemical study 
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of the leaves and capsules, and the oil 
of the seeds, and reported the presence 
of morphine. 


This statement has never 


ben disputed, being still quoted in ref- 
erence books to the present day. In 
1877 Andrés Ortega published in the 


proceedings of the Escuela Nacional de 
Medicina de Mexico his results obtained 
with several species of Argemone, one 
of which was the plant under discus- 
sion. 


He operated upon 4 grains of the 
inspissated juice obtained by incising 
the unripe capsules and claims to have 
positively identified morphine, The only 


other study of this plant was made by 


Peckolt, who says that the plant is a 
very popular remedy in Brazil, for al- 
most all known ailments, but that it is 
not at all prescribed by physicians. He 
separated a white alkaloid and named 
it argemonine. The quantity obtained 
was so small, however, that he could 
make no study of it. 

The very sparse and unsatisfactory 
information upon the alkaloidal con- 
stituents of this plant led the writer to 
undertake a chemical examination with 
large quantities of authentic material. 
One half of the drug, about 20 pounds, 
was collected for the writer in Kansas, 
and the dried whole plants carefully in- 
spected for foreign material. It was 
found to be free from admixture. An 
equal amount was grown in the uni- 


versity gardens. At flowering time it 
was collected, dried, ground and ex- 
tracted by the writer so that there 


seemed to be no possibility of contami- 
nation by other alkaloid-bearing drugs. 
The ground plant was moistened with 
very dilute ammonia water and spread 
out in a thin layer to dry at ordinary 
temperature, The dry material was ex- 
tracted in a large copper apparatus 
with chloroform until exhausted of al- 
kaloid. The deep green percolate was 
distilled for recovery of chloroform and 
the fatty residue digested with several 
portions of acidulated (acetic acid) 
water on the water-bath until practi- 
cally no more color was extracted. The 
aqueous liquid was concentrated to 
small volume at low temperature, fil- 
tered, and set aside to cool. In a short 
time the deep yellow liquid had sepa- 
rated a magma of fine yellow needles 
which looked very much like berberine. 
It was collected on a filter and recrys- 
tallized from water several times, In 
its behavior with solvents and reagents, 
and in its physical properties, it was 
identical with berberine. Chlorine 
water produced with a solution of this 
compound the characteristic blood-red 
color that distinguishes berberine. 
Potassium iodide precipitated a hydri- 
odide completely, leaving a colorless 
filtrate, as is the case with berberine. 
Finally an acetone compound was made 
according to the direction of Gaze, and 
the same quantitative yield obtained. 
Certainly these qualitative tests amply 
justify the assertion that this yellow 
alkaloid is none other than berberine. 
Since the presence of berberine is one 
of the Papaveraceae is rather unusual 
it was feared that in spite of the great 
precautions taken, some berberine-bear- 
ing drug might have been accidentally 
mixed with the original, although the 


amount of berberine separated pre- 
cluded any such possibility. To make 
doubly sure, however, just one very 


large plant that had been hung in the 
drying-room as a museum specimen 
was employed for a confirmatory ex- 
amination. This was ground, moist- 
ened with ammonia, dried and ex- 
tracted with absolute alcohol in a liter 
Soxhlet apparatus. The greenish fil- 
trate after concentration and cooling 
separated needles of potassium nitrate.

The several ethereal 
portions were filtered, reduced to small 
volume by distillation and then set 

in an Erlenmeyer flask. In the

At first thought the presence of ber- 
berine in the Papaveraceae weakens 
the position held by the writer and 
others that botanical relationship to a 
great extert predicts chemical relation- 
ship. A comparison of the structural 
formulas of berberine submitted by 
Perkin with those of the opium alka- 
loids papaverine, narcotine and nar- 
ceine, demonstrates conclusively that 
the discovery of berberine in a plant of 


the poppy family strengthens rather 
than weakens this position. 
The four alkaloids, berberine, papa- 


verine, narcotine and narceine, together 
with hydrastine, constitute the isochin- 
oline group of plant alkaloids. They 
are, with the exception of narceine, dis- 
tinct dirivatives of the parent base iso- 
chinoline, as is shown above. Narceine 
shows very close relationship to the 
same base. By the constitution of the 
above-named bases occurring in the 
poppy family, the botanico-chemical 
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principal spoken of is graphically enun- 


ciated. 
SUMMARY. 

1. Argemone Mexicana does not con- 
tain morphine. 

2. The alkaloids of Argemone Mexi- 
cana are berberine and protopine. 

3. The argemonine of Peckolt is pro- 
topine. 

4. Potassium nitrate is one of the 
salts existing naturally in the plant.

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Petroleum in Cebu. 


There are petroliferous strata ex- 
tending over the island of Cebu, in the 
southern portion of the Pacific Ocean 
that may amount to something one 
of these days. The writer visited this 
of these days. The writer visited this 
and other islands in the vicinity some 
three years ago, when the Spanish 
were in control and at a time when it 
was not exactly safe for white men to 
operate anywhere except in the gar- 
risoned sections. Your correspondent 
is at present in this locality and has 
just had another opportunity to view 
conditions and changes under Ameri- 
can rule. Some years ago the Spanish 
and the natives operated surface wells 
on Cebu Island and extracted a 
brownish colored oil, strongly fluores- 
cent, with a density of about 0.806. This 
oil was found to be rich in paraffine. 
Since that time enterprising natives 
have occasionally operated on the 
same lines and have taken out suffi- 
cient oils to make the business pay- 
ing. But the warlike circumstances of 
the first years of the last war put a 
stop to work. Now that peace reigns 
throughout the land, managers of oil 
well enterprises in this portion of the 
country have given attention to Cebu, 
with the result that oil is being taken 
out in small quantities, with indica- 
tions that the work will be greatly in- 
creased in course if time. In the isl- 
ands of Leite de Bohol there are also 
oil operators prospecting with fair re- 
sults, it is said. There are parties 
working in the Panay archipelago, with 
varying results. There are no definite 
statistics at hand in the islands con- 
cerning operations, Relative to Cebu, 
the records for 1900 give the island as 
producing an unknown quantity of pe- 
troleum oil, with four wells or boring 
in progress, oils rich in paraffine, brown 
in color, density 0.809.

The rope e permits 
the required play to allow the lever to 
rise and fall in the process of drilling, 
The boring tool is indicated at ge. It 
is attached to the end of the rope f. 
The machine is worked by several na- 
tives, who apply their weight to the 
cross lever, each by grasping an end of 
rope at h, and all pulling together, In 
the heavier systems of drilling devices 
of this pattern as many as fifteen men 
are required. Thus the alternate blows 
are struck and the boring tool caused 
to drill into the earth. As fast as 
loose earth is made in the hole it is 
either shoveled out laboriously by na- 
tives using long handled devices, or is 
drawn up by a vaccuum device con- 
sisting of a tube used in such manner 
as to draw the loose sands into it until 
filled, when it is hauled to the surface 
and dumped. 

WALLED SIDES. 

The natives think nothing of devot- 
ing months of labor to walling the 
sides of a well from which paying 
quantities of petroleum oils are ob- 
tained. The process of stoning up is 
shown at i, fig. 7. The hole is made 
about two and a half feet in diameter 
and the sides are walled. The sides 
are protected at the beginning by using 
bamboo pieces, which brace the earth 
and prevent caving in until the bottom 
is reached, when the stone work may 
begin.

This oil 
seemed never to exist in sufficient vol- 
ume to develop into very much, but 
the workman managed to get small 
lots from it. Ordinarily the oil de- 
posits exist very like the conditions 
presented in figure I. Here is shown a 
cross sectional drawing of a portion of 
a hill in which oil was tapped. The 
oil stratas were located at the shaded 
portions of the earth. The upper por- 
tion is reached by boring at a, while 
another boring is usually put in at b, 
lower down on the slope. Finally a 
drilling is inserted at the base at c, and

MODE OF WORKING. 


Reference is next made to one of the 
crude contrivances employed in the 
working of an oil well in Cebu Tsland. 
It consists of a tube of bamboo, d, 
fitted with side pieces, which pieces 
carry the pivoted portion e. This tube 
is let down into a boring and the oil 
sands are permitted to be drawn into 
this tube over the top. When the tube 
is well loaded with the oil sands the 
top piece e is closed by means of the 
piece e. The tube is then hauled up to 
the surface of the earth and the con- 
tents dumped out to prepare the tube 
for another use. In figure 4 is the only 
style of tripod I saw. It is made from 
three poles, usually long bamboo 
pieces, although in a few cases I ob- 
served that hard sawed lumber was 
employed. ‘The poles are joined at the 
top, where they cross and are bound up

Saturday Evening, April 5, 1902. 


Though trade has been rather quiet 
for prompt deliveries, there has, how- 
ever, been considerably done in alkali 
and caustic soda for forward at hard- 
ing prices. Bleach under free arrivals 
is easier, especially for spot and nearby 
parcels. Prices for salt cake for next 
fire have not as yet been announced, 
though they may be in a few days. 
Brimstone and arsenic are both easier. 
Blue vitriol has been advanced. Ni- 
trate of soda is scarce on spot, and 
prices are tending upward. Chlorate 
of potash, oxalic and tartaric are all 
dull, and to place a round lot conces- 
sions ‘would have to be made. Acetate 
of lime, alum and saltpeter are all 
steady under an improved demand. 
The other light chemicals and acids 
show few changes, as detailed below. 

Heavy Chemicals, 


ALKALI.—Contract deliveries are go- 
ing forward more promptly than have 
been the case for several weeks past. 
In many instances they have been in- 
creased, especially with the glass 
consumers, The bulk of the business 
has been for forward delivery well 
over next year. The sales of domestic 
high test aggregate several thousand 
tons at 75c. for light and 80c. for dense 
in bulk, f, o. b. works, and 5c. higher 
for bags. For prompt delivery about 
same figures are named. In this sec- 
tion there is a good jobbing demand at 
90@95c., as to test, make and seller. 

BICARB SODA.—More demand both 
for export and for home consumption 
for April forward. No abatement in 
competition, which continues sharp, 
and prices are more or less irregular at 
le. for kegs for ordinary and 3c, and 
upward for extra grades, as to quan- 
tity, less the usual discount terms. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Trade the past 
week has been rather slow, as the bulk 
of the large consumers have already 
placed their contracts for next year’s 
delivery. There has, however, been 
rather more inquiry for spot, and for 
delivery over this year, and in many 
cases contract deliveries of domestic 
high test have been increased. Prices 
remain steady at 1.90c. f. o. b. works, 
with a shade less for forward. In this 
section trade is fair at 1.95@2c., as to 
test, make and seller. 

SAL SODA.—Rather more _ inquiry 
for April forward, and a fair business 
is reported in addition to regular con- 
tract deliveries of domestic at 55c. f. o. 
b. works and 65c, delivered in this sec- 
tion, less the regular discount terms. 
Concentrated is meeting with the usual 
consuming demand for “Arm and 
Hammer” at 1.40@1.50c. f. 0. b., usual 
terms. Foreign is steady at 65@67%c., 
as to date of arrival. 

MONOHYDRATE CRYSTALS.— 
While the demand for spot goods has 
been rather slack, there has, however, 
been a good business done for forward 
delivery at 1%c., and for ‘‘Snowflake,” 
f. o. b. works, less the usual discount 
terms. 


BLEACHING POWDER.—Under free 


arrivals of Continental makes and 
more pressure to sell by second hands, 
prices are easier. Sales from dock and 
nearby arrival at 1.65@1.70c., as to test 
and seller. For other makes, especial- 
ly Liverpool, prices remain steady at 
1.75@1.80c., as to make and terms of 
sale, 

Acids. 

ACETIC.—Better demand for prompt 
and forward, in addition to regular 
contract deliveries. Prices remain 
steady at 1.80c. and upward, as to test, 
make and delivery point. 

MURIATIC.—No change in the Situa- 
tion, which remains steady with no 
surplus stocks pressing on the market 
in excess of regular deliveries. Values 
remained steady at 1%4c. and upward 
as to strength and quantity. 

OXALIC.—The market is easy with 
more pressure to sell dock lots of Ger- 
man at 4.60@4.75c. as to quantity and 
seller. Note sales of 10 casks within the 
range. English is held at 5@5%c. as to 
brand and seller. 

TARTARIC.—A fair jobbing demand 
is reported, with rather more inquiry 
for forward, Prices, however, are 
rather irregular at 27%@27%c. for crys- 
tals, and 27% @28c. for powdered; usual 
terms. 

SULPHURIC.—Contract deliveries are 
up to their usual standard with the 
home trade, but export business, how- 
ever, is rather slack, especially with 
Cuba.

ACETATE OF LIME.—There is no 
falling off in the demand either for ex- 
port or for home consumption, both of 
which show a decided increase, thus 
keeping stocks well in hand by makers. 
Prices steady at 90@95c. for brown and 
1.30@1.35c. for gray as to quantity and 
delivery point. 

ALUM.—Nothing new or interesting 
except that deliveries since the month 
opened show a satisfactory increase 
over the previous one. Values remain 
as previously quoted at 1.75@1.80c. for 
lump and 1.80@185c. for ground as to 
make and quantity. 

ARSENIC.—The market continues 
weak for spot goods at 3%c. for German 
and 3c. for English.

Second- 
hands are selling %c, less for spot 
goods, 

BRIMSTONE.—The spot market un- 
der free arrivals is easy at $23.@23.26. 
Shipments are also dull at $22.50 per 
ton, with buyers’ views about 50c, less, 

CHLORATE OF POTASH.—Only a 
small retail demand for spot lots at 8c, 
for either crystals or powdered. Sec- 
ond-hands want a shade higher for 
store parcels. For forward, domestic 
is selling fairly well at 7%c., as to 
point of delivery and terms of sale. 

CHLORATE OF SODA.—The spot 
market is dull and easy at 8\c., and 
for forward at 8c. and upward, as to 
the make and size of the order. 

CARBONATE OF POTASH.—Only a 
small retail demand is reported for 
spot goods at 3%@4'%c. for calcined and 
44%@4%c. for hydrated, as to test, 
make and seller, 

CREAM OF TARTAR.—The usual 
jobbing demand prevails for spot lots, 
with a slight improvement in the de- 
mand for forward, at 19@19%c. for 
powdered, usual terms. 

COPPHRAS.—Further business in ad- 
dition to regular deliveries is reported 
at 35c. for car lots and 40c. for rusty.

The House Committee on Agricul- 


ture has completed the annual agricul- 
tural appropriation bill and will ar- 
range for its consideration on the floor 
of the House at an early date. In 
spite of the strenuous protests of 
private manufacturing houses, the re- 
markable showing made by Dr. 
Salmon’s own statements concerning 
the inadequate facilities of the Bureau 
and the lessons taught by the disas- 
trous results following the use of offi- 
cially prepared vaccine during the past 
year, the House Committee has very 
substantially increased the bulk to “be 
placed at the disposal of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, appropriating 
$1,200,000, as against $1,050,000 last year. 
This money is made available under a 
provision granting absolute discretion 
to the department as to the manner 
in which it may be spent, the section 
of the bill providing as follows:— 
‘The Secretary of Agriculture is hereby 
authorized to use any part of ‘this sum he 
may deem necessary or expedic nt, in 
such manner as he mav think best, in the 
collection of information concerning live 
stock, dairy and other animal products, 
and to prevent the spread of pleuro- 
pneumonia, blackleg, tuberculosis, sheep 


scab, glanders or farcy, ‘hog cholera, and 
I for this 













otner diseases of animals, nad 
purpose to employ aS many. persons 45 
he may deem necessary, and to expend 


any part of this sum in the purchase and 
destruction of diseased or exposed ani- 
mals, and the quarantine of the same 
whenever in his judgment it is essential 
to prevent ...e spread of pleuro-pneumo- 
nia, tuberculosis, or other diseases of ani- 
mals from one State to another.” 

It will be noted that this amount may 
be expended in any way the Secretary 
may see fit ‘‘to prevent the spread” of 
the various diseases referred to. More 
comprehensive authority could hardly 
be given under any form of law. In 
this connection, however, it should be 
observed that the figures given above 
do not represent the total of increase 
in the appropriation for this purpose. 
The Secretary in his estimates has 
transferred to the permanent roll of 
the department a number of employees 
who have heretofore been compensated 
from the lump sum appropriated for 
the expenses of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry and thus the permanent ap- 
propriation has been materially in- 
creased, leaving +a _ proportionately 
larger sum available for the manufac- 
ture and free distribution of serums, 
vaccine, etc. 

With tthe. enterprise which has always 
marked the work of Dr. Salmon in 
preparing the Congressional mind for 
the demand annually made for in- 
creased appropriations, the bureau is 
now engaged in circulating copies of

demand for blackleg vaccine in par- 
ticular, but the comparatively insig- 
nificant expense which its production 
and distribution are claimed to in- 
volve. It will be remembered that a 
year or more ago the department sent 
out large numbers of circulars to 
stock raisers and others advising them 
of the campaign against the depart- 
ment’s activities which certain manu- 


facturers in self-defense were making 
and stating that if free vaccine was 
desired it would be necessary for the 
recipient of the circular to advise his 
Senator or Congressman of that fact 
in order that he might be induced tto 
vote increased appropriations, 

These methods on the part of the 


bureau were fully exposed at the time, 
but the fact that its officials are not 
possessed of thin skins is clearly dem- 
onstrated by the use which the Chief 
of the Bureau has made of a consider- 
able number of communications re- 
ceived by Senators and Representatives 
in reply to ingen:ously framed 
circulars, The bureau assumed small 
risk in presenting to ‘the cattle raisers 
the question as to whether they desired 
to continue to be supplied with vac- 
cine without cost, and the replies are 
what might have been expected under 
the circumstances, One writer says: “I 
have now been using government vac- 
cine for two years, and I am of the 
opinion that so long as it can be ob- 
tained from the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, it will ‘be used as a preventive; 
but if people have to pay from 15 to 
25 cents per dose, they will not use it 
have died 


these 


until some of their cattle 
and sometimes they will not use it 
then.” Another writes: “I would 


never have thought of*sending to drug- 
gists or other parties for this vaccine, 
but when my attention was called by 
the department to the use of black- 
leg vaccine I felt, with many others, 
that we could use this remedy coming 
from the government with perfect 
safety.””’ The owner of a large horse 
and cattle ranch, doubtless quite able 
to pay for his cattle remedies, says: 
“Since the department three years ago 
began to distribute this vaccine, it has 
become much more generally used than 
it ever could or would have had it 
alone been controlled by private enter- 
prise. * * * Itis but proper that the 
government should make its researches 
and experiments and give the stock 
interests of the country the benefit of 
them, and I do not see how it can be 
successfully done unless the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture continues to fur-
